An early morning blaze today did 
damage estimated

the Dixon Board Mills at ( arthage, 
where 4,000 toms of straw 
turned 
and for a time the fire 
threatened 
to spread, hut seven hose lines were 
laid to subdue the Haines. 
The blaze broke out this morning 
at 1 :30, when an alarm was sounded 
nt Carthage. The paper mill is locat­ 
ed at the south edge <*1 the 
town, 
and the plant is equipped with 
own water system. 
The straw was located in 
ricks, outside of the mill, and to tile 
north of the buildings. They 
were 
close to some o f the buildings. Each 
rick w as a block long and 30 
feet 
high. Tin* firemen from 
( aith agt, 
Rushville and Knightstown managed 
to save one of the five ricks. 
Within thirty mintues after 
the 
fire w as discovered a call was sent 
for help, and at two 
o'clock 
the 
Rushville department sent a pumper 
which arrived a halt hour 
Knightstown truck arrived 
minutes later. 
The water system at the 
worked to good advantage and pro­ 
vided ample pressure so that 
tin* 
pumpers were not required, hut tin* 
hose w as needed. The Rushville fire­ 
men used one line, which 
extended 


70(1 feet to one <*f the ricks. The lo­ 
cal firemen 
arrived home 
shortly 
before six <* clock this moining. 
The blaze was still burning 
at 
noon today, but was under control, 
and the straw will burn for

Improvement Matters Also to Come 


Before Regular Meeting Tonight 


A delegation of farmers from all 
parts of the county 
and 
Rushville 
business men appeared before 
the 
countv council, meeting in annual 
session, at tin* court house 
this 
morning and made an appeal for a 
readjustment ot funds that llersehel 
D. YanMatre can be retained 
as 
county agricultural agent. No 
one 
representing the council made 
any 
reply and the council’s attitude in 
the matter w as not known. 
The budget prepared by the coun­ 
cil and published according to law, 
did not provide an increase in 
pay 
for the county agent, but it did in­ 
hale an increase of $20 a month in 
traveling expenses for the 
count\ 
agent. This would raise his monthly 
drawing a c c o u n t to $50, hut it must 
be used all in one month. The unex- 
balanee is not available in 
succeeding months. 
It was proposed by spokesmen for 
the business men and farmers that 
the county pay tin* secretary of the 
count agent and in turn the 
Rush 
County Farm Bureau would pay the 
county agent tin* money as salary, 
which it had been paying the secre­ 
tary. It w as uncertain whether 
the 
council could find a wav to do this. 


The county agent has not applied 
fo r an increase in salary, but it is 
known that he is considering offers 
from other counties which pay more. 


The council w as reported to 
be 
reducing appropriations this morn­ 
ing in an effort to make the total as 
small as possible. 
The appropria­ 
tion ordinance can not be 
finally 
passed until W ednesday as tin* law 
provides that not more than $15,000 
can be appropriated on any one day.

ONE OF FIVE RICKS SAVED

Send 


Pumpers to Aid in Battle—Blaze 


Still Burning 


An early morning blaze today did 


damage estimated at 
$35,000 
at 


the Dixon Board Mills at Carthage, 
where 4,000 tons of straw 
turned 


and for a time the fire threatened 
to spread, but seven hose lines were 
laid to subdue the flames. 


The blaze broke out this morning 


at 1 ::tO, when an alarm was sounded 
at Carthage. The paiper mill is locat- 
ed at Hie south edge of the town, 
and the plant is equipped with its 
own water system. 


The straw was located in 
five 


ricks, outside of the mill, and to the 
north of the buildings. They 
were 


close to some of the buildings. Each 
rick was a block long and 30 feet 
high. The firemen from 
Carthage, 


Bushville and Knightstown managed 
to save one of the five ricks. 


Within thirty iiiintucs after 
the 


fire was discovered a call was sent 
for help, and at two 
o'clock the 


Bushville department sent a pumper, 
which arrived a half hour later. The 
Knightstown truck arrived 15 or 20, 
minutes later. 


The water system at (he factory 


worked to good advantage and pro- 
vided ample pressure so that 
the 


pumpers were not required, but the 
hose was needed. The IJushville fire- 
men used one line, which extended 
700 feet to one of the ricks. The lo- 
cal firemen arrived home 
shortly 


before six o'clock this morning. 


The blaze was still burning 
at 


noon today, but was under control, 
and the straw will burn for several 
days. The burning straw, while 
it 


did not blaze very high, was a hot 
fire to fight, accordin to local fire- 
men. Several freight cars on a side 
track, and in the path of the flames, 
were moved. 


A few months ago a fire started in 


the engine room of the mill and did 
considerable damage. At that time 
the water system was placed out of 
commission in the engine 
room, 


where the fire was ragingjjiut at the 
blaze this morning the pressure was 
sufficient to provide a good water 
supply. 


The loss, while it is estimated at 


$35,000, may exceed that amount, 
and it is expected that insurance will 
partially cover the loss. 


The plant uses straw in the man- 


ufacture of the corrugated shipping 
boxes and other products made from 
heavy cardboard.
